"In America the wish exists to avoid

about the blockade. The minister is 
ready to purse the matter further.' 
"Every speaker here has expressly 


emphasized that a breach with Amer- 
ica was regrettable and it will un- 
doubtedly be still more regrettable if 
it came to war between Germany and 
the United States, between whom 
there are ancient friendly relations 
and no political antagonism.

omically we are drawn to each other 
and should really be economic allies. 
Thus it is comprehensible that the 
imperial government Desires to en- 
deayptJ.o,_IavqifT" Werytnihg^ whicIT 
might intensify "the conflict.

these reasons we examined the sug- 
gestions which reached us from the 
Swiss minister." 


Referring to the breach of rela- 
tions with America, Deputy Schiffer, 
national liberal, declared that there 
was no doubt that Austria would 
back up Germany in her attitude to- 
ward the United States.

Secretary Lansing authorized thir- 


statement: 


"We do not believe-that Japan has 


had any knowledge of this or that 
she would consider any proposition 
-made by an enemy." 


As to Mexico, the secretary said: 
"We have confidence that Mexico 


would not be a party to any such 
agreement in view of the friendly 
relations exisiting between this gov- 
ernment and the de facto govern- 
ment of Mexico." 
The Japanese embassy made the 


following comment: 


"With regard to the alleged Ger- 


man attempt to induce Japan and 
Mexico to make war upon the United 
States, made public in the press this 
morning, 
the Japanese embassy, 


while lacking information 
as 
to 


whether such invitation ever reach- 
ed Tokio, desires to state most em- 
phatically that any invitation of this 
sort would under no circumstances 
be entertained by the Japanese gov- 
ernment, which is in entire accord 
and close relations with the 
other 


powers, on account of formal agree- 
ments and our common cause, and, 
more over, our good friendship with 
the United States, which is every 
day growing in sincerity and cordial- 
ity." 


Secretary Lansing took great care, 


it will be noted, to exonerate both 
.Tapan and Mexico, and said this gov- 
ernment had no knowledge that the 
proposal had been conveyed through 
Mexico to Japan. 


In view of the fact that the plan 


was not to be presented until "it is 
certain that there will be an out- 
break of war with the United States" 
it was not certain, Secretary Lansing 
said, that the matter had been offi- 
cially presented to General Carranza 
at all.

Colonel Funston conceived the plan of 
disguising a force of se-\ enty-nine Fili- 
pino scouts as Aguinaldo's expected 
re-enforcements.

•gainst the .British Isles and France 
and in the Mediterranean? Officers of 
the American ant) British navies agree 
that by the wildest flight of imagina- 
tion the number does not exceed 300, 
and these men are in a position to 
know much of which the public is kept 
in ignorance, says the New York 
Times. A conservative estimate they 
placed at anywhere from 100 to 200 
vessels of all types, exclusive of mine 
laying submersibles. 


On one point all were agreed, and 


that was that Germany undoubtedly 
has built and commissioned within the 
last few months a large number, per- 
haps as many as sixty, submarines of 
the new mine laying type. These ves- 
sels, which are distinguished from the 
now famous U boats as DC boats, 
according to the best available infor- 
mation can be laid down and finished 
within three months, have a radius of 


annual devotes several pages to Ger- 
man submersibles and places the num- 
ber of mine layers of the submersible 
type at probably sixty vessels, with 
new ones continually on the ways. 


The mines carried by these under- 


water tenors are of the most deadly 
type known and explode at the slight- 
est contact with a ship. The exploding 
mechanism is said to be so delicate 
that once the mine is planted it is not 
even necessary for the unsuspecting 
merchantmen to come in contact, the 
force of the disturbance in the water 
caused by the propellers of the ship 
being sufficient t<J set off the mine. 
In nearly every instance destruction is 
said to be complete, whether the vic- 
tim is above or yards away from the 
mine at the time of the explosion. 


Taking Jane's estimate that there 


are probably sixty UC boats now ready 
and that one-half of these vessels are 
kept busy all the time—that is, while 
half are planting, the rest are on the 
way to Geimany for a new supply of 
mines—this would mean a daily plant- 
ing- in the barred zones of at least 360

mines, or over 2,500 a week. A little 
figuring indicates what the total might 
soon amount to unless the allies find 
bow to put some of the mine layers out 
of action and to sweep away or ex- 
plode the mines within a short time 
after they are planted. 


One of the first of the UC's was cap- 


tured by the British navy several 
months ago and brought as a prize 
into a British port 
This vessel is 


about 110 feet long, ten feet beam and 
draws ten feet of witer when travel- 
ing on the surface. She has a radius 
of about 1,000 miles at five knots, is 
armed with one machine gun and car- 
ries in her main storage room twelve 
of the latest and most destructive type 
of German mines. 


Each vessel is manned by a crew of 


about fifteen officers and men, nil ex- 
pert in planting mines where they are 
apt to do the most damage. 
Xone of 


the mine Inyers is fitted with torpedo 
tubes, all available interior space be- 
ing needed as storage room for mines. 


Sink' Any Vessel Afloat. 


"With the UC-3 the British also cap- 


tured ten mines, which are perhaps 
the most perfect ever devised. Tba 
four contact points jut out from the 
circular top of the mine, and contact 
with any one of these "horns," as the 
British dubbed them, surely will sink 
any vessel afloat The explosive used 
in the mines is of the most powerful 
sort known and is of the order of 
the famous American high explosive 
known as dunnite. It is such mines 
as these that the Germans are sup- 
posed to be planting: about tbe British 
isies and in French waters. 


As for the expected German submer- 


sible activities, otiicr than those of tbe 
mine Sayiug submarines, so far as Brit- 
ish and French waters arc concerned, 
the Germans will be able to use not 
on3y their bag ocean soing vessels iwt 
a3«o most of their Wg fleet of coastal 
submarines. Of liaise vessels those of 
the U-Oi type, which correspond in 
most details to the U-33. have 31 crate- 
ing radlns of more than -1.000 mile*. 
some naval men putting it as high as 
5XJ00 miles. They can remain at sea 
for perhaps six wcel;s and when in 
danger from hostile craft can remain 
submerged for several days when not 
under way or travel a fall day at a 
speed of nine or ten knots 


Each of thc«c submarines carries 


from eicht to ten torpedoes of the 
twenty inch type, and eath is fitted 
wit!) four tubes. In addition each car- 
ries a hatlery of one or two jnms ^cn- 
orally of Jhc 3.4 inch type, and our, 
perhaps two. machine jrun«. Each of 


from 1,000 to 2.000 miles and a minet 
carrying capacity of from a dozen to 
twenty mines-of the contact type, such 
as Germany is expected to sow. 


Boats of TT-53 Type. 


From the best information in the 


possession of the allies, the German 
submarine U-33, which a few months 
ago showed up unexpectedly at New- 
port and after a brief visit proceeded 
lo sea, stopped off Xan tucket and later 
sank allied and neutral merchantmen, 
represents the highest present devel- 
opment of German submersible type 
vessel. That these wonderful subma- 
rines, which have a radius of from 
2.000 to 4,000 .miles, are to play the 
most prominent part in Germany's lat- 
est war move is considered certain by 
American naval officers. 


These new TJ boats, the numeral 


names of which are believed to run 
from about 550 to 150, or about 100 
vessels, have a surface displacement of 
from 630 to 850 tons and submerged 
displacement that may be anywhere 
from SOO to more than 1.000 tons. The 
engine horsepower needed to propel 
these craft through the -seas varies 
from DOO'to 2,400, while the average 
surface speed is figured by experts to 
be about twelve knots an hour. 


Some of these boats can travel en- 


tirely submerged for distances of more 
than 100 miles without once showing 
anything but the periscope, and they 
can accomplish such feats at a epeed 
of perhaps ten or eleven knots an hour- 
It must be remembered that the speeds 
given above are average, for in the 
case of-some of the boats—for in- 
stance, the U-fil to U-flTi, inclusive—a 
surface speed of as high as eighteen 
knots an hour has J>ecu made, wfaiJe 
the submerged maximum speed is 
kno«vn to be in excess of ten knots. ,

The German submersibles of the 


U-20 
and U-40 classes arc also of the 


ocean going lypc. but have not the 
radius of the big ships, which are num- 
bered in Ihe sixties and higher. The 
U-GO's displace about 1,000 tons on the 
surface, the U-20's and TJ-40's from 730 
to 850 tons. Each carries eight torpe- 
does, and each lias a battery corre- 
sponding to those in the larger ves- 
sels. A few of the newer boats are be- 
lieved to mount four inch guns, al- 
though this has not been officially es- 
tablished. The radius of the U-20 and 
U-40 types varies from 2,000 to 3,000 
miles at a surface speed of from ten 
to twelve knots. 


. The Coastal Submarine. 


The German submersibles 
of the 


coastal type are vessels of varying ton- 
nage, some of the smaller being of 
only 1GO tons, while the largest of the 
other types displace about 450 tons. 
None of these ships carries more than 
six torpedoes, and the radius of action 
varies trom 1,200 to about 2,000 miles 
under favorable conditions. This fact 
indicates that they are available for 
service in the present German under- 
taking, so far as the North sea zones 
are concerned. 


Concerning the radius of the larger 


submersibles, Jane makes the signifi- 
cant statement that the distances can 
be greatly exceeded if necessity arises. 
According to Rear Admiral A. W. 
Grant, U. S. N., commanding United 
States submarines, the largest German 
ocean going submersibles engaged in 
commerce destruction can operate at a 
distance of 1,350 miles from Helgo- 
land. The "out and home voyage" of 
2,700 miles is done in nine days (most- 
ly by night), and eleven days are oc- 
cupied in destroying shipping unless 
torpedoes, bombs or ammunition are 
destroyed earlier. Twelve days elapse 
between cruises to rest the crews and 
overhaul the engines, etc. 


In addition to the types referred to, 


Germany can, if necessary, put into 
action as commerce destroyers In the 
zone nearest the German mainland a 
considerable number of boats known 
as the "experimental U type," built 
between 1902 and 1909. These little 
boats carry three torpedoes of the 
eighteen inch type, and some have a 
radius of action as high as 1,300 knots. 


Briefly, those are the types of sub- 


marines which Germany will use in 
her efforts to destroy all allied ship- 
ping wherever bound as well as neu- 
tral shipping bo'ji»d for allied ports. 
What will the allies do to meet Hie 
problem? According to an official of 
one qf the entente governments in 
this country, all possible precautions 
have been taken and the campaign to 
combat the German stroke mapped out.

KEEPING ENEMIES 


FROM OUR CO ASTS 


Fin Hundred Mile Iron Arc 


Will Be Kept on Guard. 


ALL PLANS READY FOR WAR 


Protection For New York, at Country'* 


Greatest 
Commercial Center, 
and 


Pennsylvania Coal and Oil Fields. !• 
Provided For—Work of the Fait De- 
•troyers. 


As relations 
between the United 


States and Germany have become 
more and more strained with the pas- 
sage of every twenty-four hours, the 
expert battle tacticians of the navy, 
especially those of the naval war col- 
lege at Washington, are concentrating 
their strategy upon tbe naval defenses 
of the Atlantic seaboard. This means 
primarily the defense of the two zones 
which have been deemed to be the 
most important—the region immedi- 
ately about New York and that about 
the Delaware capes, says the New 
York World. 


The necessity for the protection of 


New York" is considered obvious, as the 
financial and commercial center of the 
country. 
The demand for the ade- 


quate defense of the Delaware capes 
lies in the fact that from that point a 
successful enemy would have access 
to the great coal and oil fields of Penn- 
sylvania, with the taking of Philadel- 
phia as a natural result. 
And from 


the capes the way would be more or 
less open to the nation's capital. 
First Line of Defense 500 Miles Out. 
To meet a naval laid upon the east- 


ern seacoast the experts have devised 
a plan,, subject f.o a number 9f varia- 
tions to cope with as many conditions, 
which calls for a naval battle line ex- 
tending from Cape Cod to a point well 
below the Delaware capes. 


This line, which would be tbe first 


with which an enemy would come into 
touch, extends In an arc with a radius 
of 300 miles—in other words, 500 miles 
off the eastern coast It is to be com- 
posed of the fastest destroyers the 
navy can supply, those capable of a 
speed of at least thirty knots an hour. 
They are to be stationed twenty-five 
miles apart and are to be kept con- 
stantly cruising along their particular 
section of the arc."- 


Fast Cruisers In Second Line. 


Stretching from the center of this 


great arc, a line of destroyers would 
be in direct and^ons^ant communica- 
tion with the^baarof-the Atlantic fleet, 
which would be^af felock Island or 
Newport, R-,1. There, cruising about 
at 
reduced 
speed, but 
preserving 


the utmost mobility, the superdread- 
naughts of the navy would be assem- 
bled. , Two hundred miles beyond them 
would be "the second line of defense, 
the fast cruisers,-* capable of making 
first response to the word brought back 
from the outer line that the enemy's 
fleet was on the horizon. 


After the outer line had discovered 


the enemy and reported him. its de- 
stroyers would have served their ini- 
tial purpose and would fall back upon 
the second line and eventually rejoin 
the mam fleet of battleships. The bat- 
tleships, accompanied by seagoing sub- 
marines—as distinguished from those 
of smaller size detailed as coast de- 
fenders—would then go to the attack. 
With them would go the fast destroy- 
ers which had done duty on the outer 
line, ready now to race to within at 
least 4,000 yards of the advance guard, 
discharge their torpedoes and dash 
back under the protection of the great- 
er vessels, there to form for another 
attack at the command of the admiral 
of the fleet 


It is confidently expected that in a 


naval encounter with an enemy the 
engagement would be fought decisive- 
ly at a distance of not less than 300 
miles off the Atlantic coast, as one 
aim of the American ships would be 
to attack while the hostile fleet was 
still encumbered with its transports 
and auxiliaries.

Seated in the fo'castlc. the Breton 


crew of the French liner Guyane, 
which has just icached Xew Yoilc, told 
of the feat of their t\ro comrades—the 
cannoneers—w ho modestly declined to 
tell bow they sank a German subma- 
rine on Jan. 22 in the baj of Biscay. 


"'We only obeyed orders " This was 


how First Class Gunner Jean Bour- 
donnais, thirty-two, and Jacques Bau- 
det, his assistant, dismissed the ac- 
count of a running sea fight, lasting 
forty minutes, between a merchant- 
man and a U boat, in which the sub- 
mersible was sent to the bottom by a

The Captain'* Story.

PANAMA CANAL DEFENSE 


PRESENTS BIG PROBLEM 


Both Army and Navy Forces 


Would Have a Busy Time In 


Event of War. 


In case the country goes to war spe- 


cial energy and effort will be directed 
by the government to the protection of 
the Panama canal, says the New York 
Globe. Already some precautions have 
been taken for guarding that impor- 
tant waterway. 
Presumably it would 


not be In seiious danger of seizure. 
The thing to fear would be plots to 
blow up locks, to raid the canal and 
the like. 


About 7.000 troopb are now in the 


canal 201:0 under command of General 
C'-arence Edwards Army officers want 
to hai, e the number doubled. Reports 
aie cuirent that more _ti-oops have re- 
cently been sent to the zone, but these 
reports are not verified. It is obvious 
that in wartime 7,000 men would not 
be adequate; that they would furnish 
only an attenuated guard and patrol. 


President Wilson has issued an ex- 


ecuthe order giving the governor of 
the canal zone authority to expel any 
suspicious person or persons. This is 
precautionary against raiding opera- 
tions or bomb plots. 


Both land forces and naval forces 


will be busy in canal waters in the 
event of war. Xaval vessels will have 
to gnard both approaches. 


The Poindexter amendment to the 


naval bill providing for construction 
on the Pacific coast of 100 submarines 
additional to the number provided for! 
in the regular naval program has a | 
bearing on canal protection. 
This 


amendment has strong support in the 
senate and may pass or be modified 
ind passed. 


Peculiar responsibility rests on the 


officers charged with defense of the 
canal. For years there has been free | 
discussion in the newspapers and oth-1 
erwise of the difficulties of its defense i 
in case the United States should be i 
come involved in war. Any failure to j 
prevent its obstruction or -worse would 
cause severe criticism to be visited on j 
the officers connected in any way with 
the defensive plans.

His hat was full of holes, his shoes 
about all gone, and he bad no clothing 
apparently but a linen duster. He ap- 
proached General Lee cautiously, and 
the latter instinctively grasped his re 
volver. "If that fellow had once pu 
his hand under his duster I am positivi 
I would have shot hini without wail 
ing for a. word." said General Lee.
